Hold Conference 
In Lakeland June5 


LAKELAND—Some 1,000 min- 
isterial and lay delegates are due 
to attend the 119th annual sessions 
of the Florida Methodist Confer- 
ence here June 5-9 at the First 
Methodist Church. r 

They will represent the 245,000 
members of 550. churches in the 
geographical conference, -which 
embraces all-of Florida except the 
extreme northwest counties, 

Presiding for the first time at 
the annual sessions will be Bishop 
James W, Henley of Jacksonvill2. 
Formerly. of Nashville, -Tenn., ‘he 
was élected a bishop of The Meth- 
odist Church last July and assign- 
ed to administer the Jacksonville 
Episcopal Area: He succeeded the 
late Bishop John -Branscomb. 

“The annual conference is the 
basic governing body in the Meth- 
odist organization. A regional bo'ly 
with:fixed boundaries,’ its ndme 
comes from the fact that it is con- 
vened yearly and the ministerial 
members, regardless of their po 
sitions, are subject to annual »p- 
pointment by the presiding bishop. 
The Methodist Church in the Unit- 
ed States is composed of 100 such 
conferences, 

Reading of the annual minister- 
ial appointments is scheduled for 
the closing session on June 9. 

Gov. Farris Bryant will address 
the body June 8 at the annual 
“Laymen’'s Night” program. 

Other speakers during the con- 
ference will include Dr. J. A. Engle, 
New York City, of the General 
Board of Missions; Dr, Lawrence 
L. Lacour, Nashville, Tenn., of the 
General Board of Evangelism; Dr. 
Clovis Chappell of Waverly,.'Tenn., 
and Dr. J. Wallace Hamilton of 
St. Petersburg, pastor of the Pasa- 
dena Community Church. 

Principal business of the confer- 
ence will center on the reports 2nd 
recommendations of 21 boards and 
agencies, numerous committees, 
and the 10 district superintendents 
who comprise the bjshop’s ‚cabinet. 

Also up for consideration will be 
proposals to rearrange intra-con- 
ference boundaries in order to 
create an eleventh district. A com- 
mittee headed by the Rev. R. C. 
Holmes, Lakeland, is due to report 
its findings and recommendations 
following a year’s study of «be 
matter, 

A. proposed change in the chur- 
ch constitution, known as Amend- 
ment 12, is expected to provoke 
considerable debate.’ Designed to 
bring the church’s six jurisdictions 
into closer fellowship, the amend- 
ment would increase the size of the 
quadrennial General Conference — 
top legislative and policy-making 
body — and permit the jurisdic- 
tional conferences to meet at the 
same time and place. 

The amendment was adopted by 
the 1960 General Conference, but 
to become effective it must be rat- 
ified by a two-thirds majority of 
all members of the various annual 
conferences “present and voting.” 

In addition to Bishop Henley, of- 
ficers of the Florida Conference 
are the’Rev. Robert C. Boggs, Lake 
Wales, secretary; the Rev. M. E 
Myer, Orange Springs, statistician, 
and the Rev. C. H. Voss, Lakeland, 
treasurer. 

The Rey. Raymond A. Alley, 
Lakeland district superintendent, 
is program chairman and secre- 
tary of the Cabinet. 

Conference hosts are the Rev. 
C. M. Cotton, pastor of First Meth- 
odist Church, and Dr: Charles T. 
Thrift, Jra president of Florida 
Southern College, where delegates 
will be housed.
